Washington, April 7.—President Wil- 
gon and his cabinet discussed today the 
recent attacks on merchant vessels 

carrying Americans, and agreed to de- 
fer any decisive step while awaiting 
Germany's reply to the inquiry of Am- 
bassador Gerard as to whether German 
submarines sank the Sussex, English- 
man, Manchester Engineer and Eagle 
Point. 

The president and Secretary Lansing 
expect the desired information from 
Berlin to arrive at any time. A pre- 
Jiminary report from Mr. Gerard said 
in unofficial dispatches to have been 
forwarded from Berlin, had not arrived 
here late tonight. 

Willson on Cruise. 

President Wilson left Washington to- 
night on the naval yacht Mayflower, 
taking with him complete data on the 
Sussex and other cases prepared for 
him at the state department. He ex- 
pects to be away until Sunday night 
or Monday morning unless definite 
word from Berlin is received in the 
meantime. Any information will be 
sent to him by wireless. 

Although some officials already have 
contluded that Germany is deliberately 
attacking vessels regardiess of the 
rights of neutrals, it is declared au- 
thoritatively that the United States 
cannot question the German govern- 
ment’s good faith until full opportu- 
nity has been allowed for a response

Plot to Assassinate 
All European Rulers 


Czar and Kaiser on List. 
Men in Various American 
Cities Chosen to Carry 
Out Plan. 


Chicago, April 7.—Existence of an 
international anarchistic plot to assassi- 
nate all rulers of Europe has been dis- 
covered here, according to a formal 
statement issued today by Maclay 
Hoyne, state’s attorney of Cook county. 

The alleged plot was unearthed by 
the state’s attorney's men while in- 
vestigating the activities of Jeay 
Crones, suspected poiso 
at the banquet in hono of Archbishop 
Mundelein a few weeks ago.

headed by the czar of Russia and that 
Emperor William was second on the 
list. 
One Man From Each City. 

According to the state’s attorney, 
the plot was known to anarchists in 
various cities in America as well as in 
Europe. One man from each city was 
believed to have been delegated to the 
work of assassination. 

Mr. Hoyne said a written statement 
had been made to him by an anarchist 


baring the details of the alleged plot. 

Officials said the headquarters of 
the band of conspirators was in the 
downtown district here and that there 
were branches in other cities. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Hoyne’s informant the Mun- 
delein banquet poisoning was plan- 
med by the group which sought the 
death of the European rulers. 

The state’s attorney refused to di- 
vulge the identity of the man who 
revealed the alleged plot and said his 
investigators were seeking to confirm 
the statements. 

Assassins Picked by Lot. 

“This man said that secret meetings 
have been held in Chicago and a num- 
ber of other cities,“ said Mr. Hoyne. 
“He said he attended a meeting in this 
city at which lots were drawn for the 
purpose of picking the assassin and 
that the meetings were so guarded that 
only the men chosen for the crime and 
the leader of the individual group knew 
the particular ruler singled out.” 

The assassins were to use ‘poison, 
according to the prosecutor's informa- 
tion. Bombs were not to be used un- 
less it was “absolutely necessary,” Mr. 
Hoyne said he was told. The anarchist 
who. supplied the information is not 
under arrest, but the state's attorney 


said he could easily reach him ene

Amendment Provides 75 
Hours of Vocational Train- 
ing Monthly to Make Sol- 
diers Good Civilians. 


MECHANICAL 


Administration Hopes 
Army Bill Will Reach 
Final Stage Next Week 
Before Conference. 


Washingtom April 7.—Senator Hoke 
Smith’s amendment to the army bill, 
providing that enlisted men shall 
hereafter be given opportunity for 75 
hours vocational education each month 
‘preparatory for their return to civil 
life,” was adopted by the senate to- 
day without a rollcall. This was the 
only change of importance during to- 
day’s discussion of the measure. 

Administration leaders are hopeful 
that the bill, the first of the three 
great national defense measures, will 
enter its final stage next week before 
the joint conference committee. Indi- 
cations tonight were that the only re- 
maining settion likely to cause pro- 
longed debate in the senate was the 
one fixing the peace strength of the 
regular army. 

The Smith amendment, which speci- 
fies that the training of the enlisted 
men shall be in agriculture or the me- 
chanical arts, authorizes the employ- 
ment of civilian instructors to aid 
army officers in the work. Senator 
Chamberlain acceptea the amendment 
when Senator Smith reduced the time 
allotted from 94 to 75 hours a month. 

Debate on Nitrogen Plant. : 

Debate on various proposals for the 


erection of a governmert plant for the. 


fixation of atmospheric nitrogen oc- 
cupied the remainder of the day. The 
pending amendment was that of Sen- 
ator Smith, of South Carolina, to ap- 
propriate $15,000,000 for a plant, site 
and process to be determined by the 
war department. The surplus capac- 
ity over the government's needs in 
peace times under the proposal would 
go into the manufacture of fertilizer 
to be sold by the government through 


the secretary of agriculture.

Ledge Attacks Preject. 

Senator Lodge also attacked the 
project, but addressed himself particu- 
larly to the amendment offered by 
Senator Underwood, of Alabama, which 
would provide for a war department 
investigation of the question of water- 
power sites and the process to be used. 
He placed in the record an outline of 
the connection of F. S. Washburn and 
J. W. Worthington, who appeared be- 
fore the house military committee to 
favor a plan for government co-opera- 
tion in a nitrogen plant, with various 
southern power and fertilizer com- 
panies. The Massachusetts. senator 
said these companies wergall interlock- 
ing, the Alabama Power company, one 
of those mentioned, controlling the ma- 
jority of them, and that they. undouwbt- 
edly would profit by the acceptance of 
the Mussel Shoals (Alabama) pvoject. 

Senator Underwood dented this, as- 
serting that the Alabama Power com- 
pany was opposed to the plan. His 
amendment, he added, favored no spe- 
cific project, but only sought a full 
investigation of the subject. 

“There is not a senator here,“ said 
Senator Underwood, “who does not 
realize the deplorable condition this 
country would be in because of its 
shortage of nitrates for explosives if 
war should be declared against us. A 
second-rate power would make us sur- 
render in six months if we had no sur- 
plus of nitrogen and it had plenty.“

Senator Lodge declared that by leav- 
ing private enterprise alone the gov- 
ernment could get nitrogen cheaper 
than in any other way.

VILLA REROR TEU 

AT LA BOQUILLO. 

El Paso, Texas, April 7.—Francisco 
Villa was definitely located at La Bo- 
quillo tonight in a code message re- 
celved here from Torreon, Mexico. La 
Boqguillo is 55 miles sautheast of Sa- 
tevo and about an equal distance north 
of Parral. 

The message said that the bandit 
had been at Santa Rosalia two days, 
and from there had turned west to 
La Boquilla. Santa Rosalia is on the 
Mexican Central railroad, 8@ miles 
southeast of. Chihuahua .City. Some 
millions of American dollars are said 
to have been invested in the Santa 
Rosalia mines and smelter, but the 
place has been practically. deserted 
since Mexico’s present troubles began. 

From Santa Rosalia a short spur on 
the Cerftral railroad runs west to La 
Boquilla, about 20 miles distant. The 
latter place is the site of the famous 
Galentine hot springs, a health resort 
which rivalled the most celebrated spas 
of the continent in the dayt of. PG. 
firio Diaz. Like Santa Rosalia, it has 
been deserted for the last two years. 

The message from Torreon has again 
revived ‘the drooping hopes of a suc- 
cessful termination to General Per- 
shing’s expedition. American troops 
are ‘known to have reached Satevo and 
are believed to have pushed south of 
that town. The chance that another 
dash like Dodd's ride to Guerrero may 
bring the United States troopers up 
with the fugitive bandit eagerly is be- 
ing discussed here.

London, April 7.—Lord Robert Cecil, 
minister of war trade, made a sharp 
reply tonight to the speech in the 
reichstag of Dr. von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, the German imperial chancellor.

“Germany slackened her submarine 
warfare for some time, when the op- 
‘erations of the British navy deprived 


her of the necessary number of sub- 


marines,” said Lord Robert, “but has 
now begun it again. I am convinced 
that Germany cannot be trusted to 
keep aby promise.”

, “The. chancellor's speech covers much 
of old ground. As usual, he claims 
that the allies have no legal right to 
blockade Germany and appears to think.

Yet among all the neutral govern- 
ments who have protested against our 
action, none has been found to argue 
that the blockade is in itself illegal 
precisely in the proportion in which it 
is effective. 

“That is Germany’s contention. Ger- 
many has openly proclaimed her inten- 
tion of blockading this country and 
has done her best to do so. We pre- 
sume her action is justified because 
it is ineffective.” 

Referring to Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg’s statement that Great 
Britain alone is responsible for the 
continuation of the war and that he 
made proposals last September to 
which he had received no reply, Lord 
Robert said:

Chicago, April 7.—Plans for the na- 
tional republican convention, which 
will open in Chicago June 7, were com- 
pleted here today at a meeting of the 
sub-committee on arrangements with 
the selection of Senator Harding, of 
Ohio, for temporary chairman. 

Senator Harding was chosen for the 
place by an unanimous vote on the first 
formal ballot after an hour’s discussion 
of various men suggested. Other con- 
vention officers chosen were: Tempo- 
rary secretary, LaFayette B. Gleason, 


George L. Hart, of Roanoke, Va.; ser- 
rgeant-at-arms, Edwin P. Thayer, of In- 
dianapolis; chief doorkeeper, John J. 
Hanson, of Baltimore. 

Today’s meeting attracted to the city 
numerous state committee chairmen 
fand other party leaders who discussed 
informally possible presidential c&ndi- 
dates and issues. Recent reports that 


ingness to accept the presidential nom- 
ination of the party formed the basis 
fof several impromptu conferences. Sev- 
eral state leaders said they had been 
unable to discover that the Roosevelt 
statement had any marked effect on the 
situation. 

Many of the leaders declared that 
what sentiment that had crystallized 
in their states largely was in favor of 
Justice Hughes, although Senator Cum- 
mins, former Senator Burton, Charles 
W. Fairbanks, Senator Skerman and 
other favorite sons had many support- 
ers. 

It was the consensus of opinion that 
about 70 per cent of the delegates in 
the convention would be uninstructed. 

The sub-committee adopted a reso- 
lution declarin that seats would be 
provided only for the exact number of 
delegates provided for in the official 
call, and that states electing double the 
number of authorized delegates with 
half a vote each would have to settle 
the question of who is entitled to seats 
before the convention meets. 

The committee rules that it ‘would 
not hear contests from states electing 
delegates by direct primary and that 
in these states the delegates certified 
by the secretary of state would be 
placed on the temporary roll -without 
question. This action will, it is believ- 
ed, greatly reduce the number of con- 
tests. The only contests thus far re- 
1 are from Georgia and Louis 
ana. 

Secretary Reynolds will open head- 
quarters in Chicago to receive notice 
of contests about May 10. The sub- 
committee on arrangements will not 
meet again until a few days before the 
convention.

AUTO PARKIN, Sen 
~ MUST BE OBSERVED 


Auto Owners Must Not Park in 
Front of Stores Where 
Protest Is Made. 


Several people visited the office of 
the mayor yesterday to find out if the 
store keepers along Walton street from 
Peachtree to Forsyth had a right to 
make a case against the owner of a 
machine left in front of a place of 
business for any length of time. 

Other requests for enlightenment on 
this point were made at the office of 
The Constitution. 

City Attorney J. L. Mayson was ask- 
ed about the matter and gave the fol- 
lowing opinion: 

“While there is no law covering this 
particular point it is a violation of the 
general traffic law which prohibits, the 
blocking of street traffic. I have given 
the police department several opinions 
on this point and each of them stated 
that the store keeper who made @ re- 
quest of any auto owner that he move 
his car from in front of his place. of 
business and whose request was not 
complied with by the owner could have 
the police make a case against such 
owner and would probably get a con- 


viction in police court. It is my opinion 
that any merchant has a right to ask 
that the sidewalk in front of his place 
of business be kept open for his use 
and not blocked by automobiles.” 

Chief W. M Mayo was asked about 
the same thing. He said: “I have re- 
peatedly given my officers instructions 
that they must pay attention to the 
signs in front of the shops bearing 
the request ‘Please do not park here,’ 
and that in any instance of an auto 
owner parking his car in front of a 
store and refusing to move at the re- 
quest of the merchant any officer when 
called upon shall make a case against 
such auto owner. If there is no sign 
the officer has been instructed to ask 
the auto owner to move his car and in 
the event of his refusal make a case 
against him. These orders were given 
under an opinion from the city attor- 
ney, J. L. Mayson.

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THE JUDGES AND THE LAW. 


The significant fact that no lynching has 
ever taken place in connection with a case 


under the authority of, or pending in, the 


United States courts, was commented upon 
in a charge to the United States grand jury 
by Judge Emory Speer the other day. 

Declaring that if he had to base it upon 
the law of contempt of court alone, he 
would fill the Atlanta federal penitentiary 
with the members of a mob that lynched a 
prisoner of the Unite States court before 
he would let them go unpunished, Judge 
_ Speer indirectly indicted the courts of this 

state for their laxity in enforcing Georgia 

laws. 

Discussing the subject of mobs and 
lynchings in Georgia, here is what Judge 
Speer had to say: 


4 Our people, as a whole, are law- 
‘abiding at heart, but our superior court 
judges do not do their duty with refer- 
‘enee to lynchers, and our people do not 
understand the destructive effect of 
iynchings on society. 

t mobs knew that they would suffer, 
there would, be no more Ixnchings. for 
if every member of a mob knew that it 
would cost bim Aae a 350 fine for his 
participation in a lynching, he would 
not participate. 

Prisoners from the United States 
court are never lynched, or, at least, I 
have never heard of one being lynched, 
and because United States judges have 
unlimited power to fine or imprison for 
contempt and without having to wait on 
juries. I would fill the Atlanta peni- 
tentiary with members of a mob who. 
lynched a prisoner from this court. 


If the United States courts can do this, 
certainly the Georgia ‘courts can do the 
same thing. Without having said it, there 
is imputation.in Judge Speer’s statement of 
the chatge that Georgia’s judges are afraid 
to take this sort of stand ee they hold 
political office. 

This is a pretty severe arraignment of 
the state bench, and yet the remarkable 
fact stands out in substantiation of his 
theory that no lynching has occurred within 
recollection in any case coming directly un- 
der the jurisdiction of the United States 
court. 1 

If one court can so awe the mob as to 
put the fear of the law into it, so can an- 
other, it it will ‘but stand upon the courage 

of its convictions: and the law. | 

Question has recently been raised re- 
garding the laxity of Georgia courts in en- 

_ forcing state laws, both in connection with 
prohibition and the conduct of the mob. It 
has been urged: that Georgia judges must be 
removed from the arena of politics and the 
dependence upon popular vote. Discussing 


this phase of the problem as to judges, 


Judge James R. Grant, of Hazlehurst, sug- 
gests this plan:
